CosMos. Every oiie seeins'^to" 'be of 
opinion that the election of Sir John 
Macdonald as representative for A''ic- 
toria will be an oxcellant thing for this 
place and for the whole Pi-ovince. Life- 
long opponents of the right honorable 
gentleman join with his friends in de- 
claring that personal and pplitical pro- 
delictions should be cast aside in the 
present crisis a'iid that Sir John should 
have the first place on the ticket re- 
turned for Victoria City. If, they 
argue, the election is by acclauiation, 
then Mr. D?CosMOS will bo the senior 
member, and Sir John will owe his seat 
to Mr. DeCosjios instead of to the elec- 
tors. If, on the other hand, a poll be 
held Sir Jonx will bo sure to gain the 
Hrst place, anil Mr. Davies, Mr. Elliott

contention. It would never do for Sir 
John Macdoxald to owe his scat to 
any one man ; and at the .same time we 
should have wished to sec the election 
pass off without a contest. Mr. El- 
liott's plan for the sevei-al candidates 
to draw.! lots for tlie second seat is too 
characteristic o£ the convention ju.'jt 
squelched by the electors. On Friday 
we .suggested that the several candi- 
dates should arrange between them- 
selves as to which should withdraw. 
No, arrangement has been come to. It 
is believed that none can be effected for 
the reason that those electors who feel 
a warm interest in the return of Sir 
John A. Macdonald have expressed 
the determination that he shall occupy 
the Jimt place — the head of the poll — 
and thus bo made senior member. 
Such being tlie case a contest seems in- 
evitable and the friends of the three 
local ■ : aspirants . should • gird up their 
loins for the contest, which is likely to 
be warm, if not bitter.

Says the Quten: — Princess Louise, in 
her new position, will be able to con- 
tinue tiioae good works to which she 
has accustomed herself in this country, 
and she will be able to show, as the 
Princess Royal and the Princess Alice 
have already done, what a Princess can 
do to influence the well-being of the 
people over whflm she is called to pre- 
side. Princess Louise will be missed in 
England. She is patroness, not only 
in name but in act and work, of so 
many charitable movements in England 
and of so many societies whoso inten- 
tion it is to help forward the education 
of woman, that her absence will be a 
real loss. She has always been so 
graciously ready to give time and at- 
tention when she has been asked to do 
so, to preside at opening meetings, to 
give away prizes, to exercise for good 
the influence that her position gives 
her, that her absence will be felt; and 
when the time comes for her return to 
England she will be welcomed gladly 
back again. But in the meantime, 
much work lies before her, for the doing 
of which the education which life has 
been giving her, has been helping, to 
prepare her. She will carry witb her 
to Canada many earii0st 'and sincere 
wishes for her personal well-being, and 
much hope that she may show among 
our own people there, as well as her 
sisters have done on the continent, the 
good residts of that oxcellent training 
which our beloved Queen has so care- 
fully bestowed upon her daughters. 
The influence of women, always great, 
is never so much so as when exercised 
by women in high rank, and when that 
rank is the highest, the good which they 
do bears fruit in every lower grade and 
poeple. 

PROSPERITY OF NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 



New South Wales, says the Liver- 
pool Courier, is the mother of the 
Australasian Colonies, and on that 
account and her unwavering prosperity 
wo may regard with indulgence the 
complacent manner in which she es- 
teems herself superior to all the rest of 
the jmi-venu settlements. Certainly 
her prosperity seems to rest on a lirm 
basis. From her revenue returns for 
1877, just published, we find that her 
income has exceeded the estimate by 
$840,000. She shows a large increase 
in customs; an increase of .£400,000 
in land sales; an increase of .£120,000 
in railway receipts; and an increase of 
£33,000 in telegraphs. Naturally her 
expenditure has increased also, but she 
retains a surplus of £250,000. Her 
surplus in 1876 was very much gi-eatcr, 
6but,it,,was due to increased land sales 
'in' ibat period. Such a source of rev- 
enue is necessarily variable, and of 
course it cannot be permanent, although 
it may serve for some time yet, see- 
ing that the Government has still a 
very large area to dispose of. She has 
got moro than. 3,000,000 cattle, and 
24,500,000 sheep. One good feature 
in her condition is that her railways 
are remarkably well managed, and 
promise to be soon not merely self-sup- 
porting, but a valuable remunerative 
property to the state. 

CARIBOO. 

Tho news received from Cariboo is 
very encouraging and will no doubt 
restore the confidence in Cariboo quartz 
to a great extent. JIuch credit is due 
tho Enterprise Company in not allow- 
ing tho quartz interest to remain idle, 
and especially to the Chairman of the 
Company, Mr. F. NEUPELDiin, to who»e 



untiring exertions, in spite of much op- 
position, it is mainly due that the 
Walkeu location was bought by the 
Company. The British Columbia 
jMilliiig "and jNIining Company deserve 
the thanks of the people of tho Prov- 
ince for the alacrity with which they 
loaned the required machinery to the 
Enterprise, thus enabling tho latter 
Company to get la work this year. The 
British Columbia Company's stock' 
showed !in u|)war<l tendency yesterday 
on receipt of the promising news.

The Now Zealand railroads, owned 
and operated liy the Government, nett- 
ed ?777,8 10 last year. 

Female suffrage is not incliided in the 
new electoral bill before the Now Zea- 
land Legislature. 

Gold has been found in tbe- Magdala 
mine, "\''ictoria, at a depth of 2000 feet. 
This is tlie deepest lead in that colony. 

The bark Jamos Service was wreck- 
ed on the Western Australian coast; 
all ou board perished. Several mem- 
bers of a theatrical comjiany were on 
boardi " ' ' 

New Zealand is running • sevei-al 
woolen mills on n. paying basis with 
imported skilled labor from Scotland, 
and is exporting tweeds to the homo 
market. No Chinese employed. 

Tho treasurer of South Australia, in 
his budget speech, has announced a new 
loan for railways and public works, 
and an income tax of 6d in the pound, 
to meet the deficiency in the revenue. 

The French bark Success was wreck- 
ed fifty miles from Eussell island, 
Northern Queensland. Four of the 
crew were drowned in getting into tho 
boats. Tho survivors landed on tho 
island after being some time at sea, and 
were reduced almost to tie verge of 
starvation. They had only a dozen 
biscuits left among them when found, 
and h.id previousily lived on a biscuit a 
day. 

The Constitutional Eeform Bill in- 
troduced by j\Ir, Berry, Prime Minister 
of Victoria, to prevent Parliamentary 
deadlocks, deprives tho Council of all 
control over money bilLs, which they 
cannot reject or amend, but only jiass; 
and in the event of their failing to do 
that within one month tho bill is to be- 
come lawj and as in ordinary legislation 
in the event of a bill being passed 
twice by tho Assembly it shall be con- 
sidered to have passed u.ntil the Coun- 
cil demand a poll of the whole people. 

Wellington, New Zealand, is estab- 
lishing an iron shipbuilding yard. This 
is one of tho windiest jdacos in tlie 
southern hemisphere. During a gale 
lasting two days recently, kerosine tins, 
pieces of corrugated iron, ' brickbats, 
and other miscellaneous projectilosdark- 
encd the air, while one piece of tin, 
weighing several pounds, danced through 
the town attherate of 80 miles an hour, 
Plate glass windows were blown in, 
several houses were blown down, and the 
boats and shipping in the harbor were 
sadly damaged,

The A^'ictoria Parliament is in ses- 
sion. The Poshiiaster-General thinks 
favorably of estRblishing a penny post 
age and carrying newspapers free. Sir 
Bryan O'Loghlen gave great oflence in 
the House one night, his remarks be 
ing received with cries of " IToinc Bule 
may do for Clare." ' 

Babbits have become sucii n nuisance 
in Victoria that attempts are being 
made to exterminate them by means of 
sulphur fumes. 

The Colonial Treasurer of Victoria, 
in his budget speech, Melbourne, Aug. 
IGth, said the revenue last year had 
been £4,672,000, and the expenditure 
£4,800,000. A loan for £9,000,000 
would bo required for railroads and 
other public works; £4,000,000 would 
be asked for this year, 
- Latest Sydney advices state that 
there was more animation in business 
than for some time previously, 

Tho N(!w Zealand Legislature is in 
session. The financial statement has 
been delivered. The revenue for the 
past year showed a surplus of £128,- 
468, The receipts for the past year 
amounted to £4,445,560. The estimat- 
ed revenue for the current financial 
year was granted, and Sir George 
Grey's Government proposes to reduce 
the duty on tea by £28,000 and on 
sugar by £08,500 a year. The duty 
on Australian winos is to be reduced to 
2s. per gallon. It is proj^osed to levy a 
tax of one ba,lf-penny per, 20s. oa the 
marketable' value of land, excluding 
improvements ; 3d. per 20s. on tho net 
profits of joint stock companies and 
.Ud, per gallon upon Colonial beer., 
Land to tlie value of £500, or .$2000, 
is exempted from taxation. The bud- 
get has been well received, brewor.s an- 
ticipating its efl'ect by increasing the 
selling price 2d, per gallon. 

The New Zealand Legislature pro- 
poses abolishing ad valorem duties. 

The Ehedivo Bounoofl. 



The Khedive of Egypt ha.s abdicated 
his power as ruler, and his place is fill- 
ed l)y Nulier Pasha — the Khedive re- 
storing all his estates to the state. Thus 
has fallen a great man of the East, 
who has overwhelmed himself and his 
nation by sheer profligacy and prodi- 
gality. From being the richest man in 
the world, he has been I'cducod to coni- 
parative povert}' under extravagance 
and shrinkage of values. His fortune 
has gone, and with it his political pow- 
er. In truth, the Khedive is not the 
best examplar of public or private life, 
and has fallen prey to his own follies 
and excesses. As long ago as 1875 he 
was reported as a poor man of vast and 



heavily incumbered estate.a. He then 
owned 450,000 acres of land, which 
was about oue- tenth of the cultivated 
soil of Egypt. lie then owed §25,000,- 
000 on this e3tato,~at:;10 . pex*,i cent in- 
terest, besides an > enormous floating 
debt. The hard times pinched him un- 
til he was forced to sell hi.s shares in 
tho Suez canal, which had sunk for him 
,^87,500,000, of which he received from 
England §20,000,000. The successor 
of the Kliedive is a Christian, and was 
removed from the Ministry three years 
ago because he insisted upon certain re- 
forms which wore not palatable to tho 
old Turkish party. He is western in 
all his ideas, and versed in European 
politics and modern finances.

Tho strike may 
prove to have boon tho result of a panic 
caused by the seizure of tho goods ; but it 
had tho appearance of a .preconcerted 
arrangement. A nuraboy Sgf ^fitiiations 
previously held by Chinese aro now-' filled 
by white servant.s, and there is no '-eason 
wliy tho Chiiio.se alitiuld longer almost 
monopolize tlie laundry and wood busi- 
nesses. 

[Last niglit wo learned that a cnmpro- 
miae had been ofl'octod— the Govcrninont 
surrendering tho goods seized on security 
being furnished, and all,liands. agreeing to 
await tho action of tho Govoreiuont at 
Ottawa.

A Nareow Escape. — Yesterday after- 
noon, during tho provalonco of tlie heavy 
gale, Mr. A. H.'Gougo, who was taking a 
stroll in tho viciniti)» of Medana's Grova 
observed a boat containing four small 
boys near Brotchio's Ledge. Tho frail 
craft was entirely at tho miercy of tho 
billows, which had been la.shed into fury, 
and for some time it seemed tliat she 
must inevitably bo capsized. Gradually, 
however, she ncarcd tho atnind and when 
within a few yards of IVTr. CJoiigc, who 
had gone to tlie bc.acii to warn tlio lads of 
their danger, two of tliein were .-^wept 
from tho boat and immersed in the foam- 
ing surf. Mr. Gouge, ^taking , in tho sit- 
uation at a glance^ hurried to the rescue 
of the boys and saved them from a watery 
grave.

R0.VIE, Sept. 20.— It is stated that 
the Vatican is determined to send a 
political delegate or Charge d'Afiaircs to 
London, even although oflicial relations 
with Great Britain cannot bo Sftcured. 

London, Sept. 20. — There is an un- 
easy feeling that Lord Boaconsfield's 
Indian policy will result in war with 
Afghanistan and tho re-oponiiig of tho 
wholo Eastern question. It is not gen- 
erally believed that the Russians will 
evaouate_;Bulgaria, as stipulated,.or that 
Greece Avill peacefully submit to. Tur- 
key's non-compliance with its demands. 

Paris, Sept. 20. — Following ia tho 
text of a portion of Gambotta's speech 
at Rouens on Wednesday against tho 
Ultramontanes : — "The clerical ques- 
tion — that is to sayj the question, of ro- 
hitions between Church and State — 
keep.'? all other que.stions in suspense 
hero. It is that spirit of the Church 
which takes refuge and gathers strength 
that I denounce. An over-increasing 
danger to society runs from tho Ultra- 
montane spirit — tlio spirit of the Vati- 
can, of the Syllabus, which is nothing 
but abuse of ignorance with the pur- 
pose of enslaving it. I have spoken of 
relations between Church and State. I 
am perfectly awaro that to bo correct I 
should have said the relation.s between 
the Churches and State ; but from -^a 
governmental and national point of 
view it is only Ultramontanism which 
persists in opjiosition to tho State. The 
clerical .spirit endeavors fo filtrate into 
everything — into army and magistracy, 
and there is this that is jieculiar, it is 
always wlion the fortune of a "country 
is failing that Jesuitism rises. Far be 
it from me to wish to put shackles on 
liberty. I am an obstinate partisan of 
liberty of conscience ; but miniators of 
religion have duties to the State and 
what wo exact is fulfilment of those 
duties. Apply the laws — all tho laws, 
to these absolutions and indulgences. 
If law is applied order will be restored 
in France without persecution by si m- 
ply continuing traditiouH.

THE LA'Sn OF SCOTT. 

Tliere are few- places in Europe which 
liavo been visited by more people or 
have been often or better described 
thaji Melrose Abbey. Hardly any one 
of the slightest literary pretensions can 
bo foiihd who cannot recall a picture of 
it from some point of view. Probably 
there are not more than three or four 
ruins in nil Europe which can coinjiare 
with Melrose in interest. While it is 
a comploto ruin, for it is uuoccupietl 
and-;-without a roof evem,^ it is yet in so 
perfect a state of preservation a^ to 
show its wonderful architecture, and 
to give a good under.standiiig of what 
its beauty must have bccu before it was 
wantonly and wickedly destroyed. It 
has tho additional charm of having its 
ragged and crumbling walls so:;covered 
with ivy, that heaiitifur mantle of na- 
ture, that the har.shncss and desolation 
of the ordinary ruin arc entirely want- 
ing, and from tho dead past seems- to 
liavo .sprung a joyous and, living pre- 
sent. 

Tho strueturo -.whc^e' ruins - are so 
niuTJlj fidmired wiis commenced in 
132G, although a building devoted to 
some form of religious v.'orshlp had oc- 
cupied the same place in the immediate 
vicinity for eight hundred year.s pre- 
vious. At first the Abbey was a very 
small building costing no more than 
two thousand pounds of the money of 
that period. It was occujiied by a com- 
munity of Cistercian monks, who wero 
enjoined by the rules of their order to 
constant and faithful labor. They 
therefore engaged in agriculture, in 
transcribing and illuminating inanu- 
scripts, and particulrly in the construc- 
tion and ornamentation of graild build- 
ings whose ruins are now found all over 
England and Scotland. There is no 
better jiictuie of patience and persever- 
ance than these painstaking monks 
laboring faithfully year aftor year with 
their own hands wielding the mallet 
and slowly cutting out those wonderful 
ornamental carvings of ilowers, plants, 
and curious and grotesqiio figures with 
which both the outside and inside of 
the church wore covered. Much of this 
work yet remains, and even after the 
storms of Inuidreds of years have beat- 
en upon it .sliowa the wonderful delica- 
cy and beauty it originally had. 

Entering through an iron gate on 
the west side of tho grounds we are at 
once in the midst of the ruins. On the 
right is a long corridor which ia filled 
with curious old nioiiunieata, most of 
Cliom so wom,.by tiipo. that their in- 
scriptions cannot bo read. Passing 
partly through this and turning to tho 
right we enter the cemetery by a nar- 
row doorway under the south window. 
The whole south front is tho best pro- 
served side of any of the building and 
although weather worn and decaying ia 
grand in its proportions. On one of 
the towers can yet be seen a part of the 
face of tho old clock, with part of one 
of tho hands yet remaining. Tho paint 
has long since gone from its face and 
the boards oven arc cracked and wea- 
ther worn. The venerable and aged 
face, as if it were just dropping into the 
tomb, needs no inscription, of tempus 
fugit to impress on "us the fact that 
time flics. Passing around to the cast 
side wo see the east window which is 
a marvel of beauty as it stands in the 
ruined wall. It it 57 feet high by 28 
broad and is divided into live parts by 
jjerpendicular xnullionsj and those aro 
subdivided into a large number of 
smaller sections by delicate stone work 
much of which remains until the pre- 
sent d.ay. On the extreme right the 
massive corner is entirely covered with 
a wonderful growth of ivy, which 
completely obscures the stone work and 
falls in gracefully swooping curves 
toward the ground. On tho ruins at 
the left on the corner of the wall a rose 
bush was in full bloom fifty feet from 
the ground, while bird.s were merrily 
singing and flying back and forth from 
their neats 'in the ivy and shrubbery 
on the ruined wall. 

From within the ruins are equally 
striking and impressive. Although 
tho sky is now the only covering of 
the Abbey, one cannot look down its 
vast length and see what must have 
tho majestic spring of its gnuul vaulc- 
ed ceiling, without feeling a thrill of 
admiration as lie catches in imagination 
a glimpse of what must have been the 
beauty of the building when it was 
complete. In accordance with the Ro- 
mish custom in tho period in wdiich tho 
Abbey wa.s built, tho church is in the 
form of a Latin cross, with a length of 
258 feet and an extreme width of 137. 

Within tlio church are buried many 
men who were noted, in . their time. 
Here was interred Robert Bruce's heart 
and here are the roinaiiis of the brave 
Douglas, the hero of Chevy Chase. 
Hero is also the tomb of Scott's "wizard 
of the North." Many of the inscrip- 
tioiLa are very quaint, both in thought 
and expression. The brackets of a 
niche are supported by the figures of 
two monks with flowing robes, and^ on 
the fillet of one and beneath the other 
are the following n«arly obliterated in- 
scriptions, in abbreviated Latin: "Going 
whithersoever he would," and "When 
Jesus came the age of darkness ceased." 
Above the door of a stairway is a shield 
with a compass and this inscription: 

"Afl tlie compass goc3 .straiiflit around 
So docs truth and loyalty, without doubt, 
. Look to the end, quoth johiiMuryo." 

On a small stone, in the form of four 
horse shoes fastened together, is the 
inscription, "Pr.ay for the soul of 
bi'other .Peter, the treasurer." "Wheth- 
er "brother Peter" had /discovered the 
modern process of "hypothiecating"' 
the funds of tho treasury and was af- 
terwards smitten with death bed repen- 
tance, wo do not know, as this i:s all 
the record he has left us. 

Tho cemetery attached to the Abbey, 
wliich is a part of a sheep pasture, con- 
tains many half buried, half worn out 
monuments, and among them one tomb- 
stone of as late date as 1858. 

Probably there is not ono traveler 
in a thousand who ia able to take 



Sir "Walter Scott's advico to visit 
ilelrose "by tho pale moonlight," 
and indeed it is stated that he never 
made such a visit himself, but it can 
bo readily . seen thatmnder^the vf aToripg 
light of a mid-summer moon - the ••rai^ 
would have a peculiar beauty, andi'dill 
forth all the romantic and poetical iri a 
man's nature. ]\Ielrose Abbey is one 
of those places where ono would like to 
apeiitl days instead of a few hours, and 
drink the inspiratioh.-vvliieh comes from 
its contemplation. Exaihiiie it as often 
as you please or return to it after an 
ab.sence of years and you will always 
find some new beauty in it. 

, From Melrose a drive of three or 
four miles along a pleasant English 
road bordered with hedges, brings us to 
Abbotsford, the home of Sir Walter 
Scott. Its castle-liko towers do not 
como in sight until wo aro close to it as 
the building is situated on low ground. 
The structure is a curious compound of 
castle and residence, and was built, or 
at least rebuilt, to its owner's wishes. 
There are four or five rooms to which 
tho public aro admitted at twenty-five 
cents per head. Indeed, it is as bad in 
Europe aa at Niagara Falls— ^you can- 
not get a sight of anything worth .see- 
ing without first paying some one a fee. 
Wo were first shown tho library, a 
room at least fifty feet long, which con- 
tains books on all sides from floor to 
ceiling, some 20,000 volumes in all. 
Here is the largo leather-covered arm- 
chair in which Sir Walter sat and the 
plain table at which he wrote. Joining 
this is a little study, with one small 
window, just large enough to comforta- 
bly holcl a chair and table. In this 
room the great novelist did much of his 
hardest work. Connected with the 
library is the reception room which 
contains many portraits and curiosities 
presented to him. Next to this is a 
room used as an armory which contains 
a fine collection of weapons. Among 
the notable things in the armory we 
noticed "Rob Roy's gun, marked with 
his initials; Roman, spcar.i ; Montrose's 
sword ; a pair of pistols taken from 
Napoleon's carriage at Waterloo ; the 
armour of ono of tho kings of Scotland ; 
the rusty keys of tho old Tolbooth at 
Edinburg, and a fine collection of mod- 
ern and middle ago arms from all over 
the world. 

Tho entrance hall is tdso filled with 
curiosities. Here aro several full suits 
of armor with lances in their iron hands 
as if only woitingior the spirits of their 
former occupants to return. Here are 
also battle axes, macoa, huge two-hand- 
ed swords, sjiears, cross bows, and me- 
mentos from many of the fierce and 
bloody battles with which Scotland's 
history is filled. Oue of the rooms has 
a case containing the suit of clothes he 
wore at his death, the plaid, trowsers, 
"Brother Jonathan" striped vest, tho 
largo shoes, tho broad skirted green coat 
antl his stout walking stick. 

Among tho pictures in the, various 
rooms aro "liJeardie," one of Sir Walter's 
aneostors, wdio let his beard grow for 
years untrimmed to show his sympathy 
for tho dethroned Stuarts; a ■ head of 
Mary, Qiicen of Scotland j said to have 
been sketched a few hours after death 
by an artist who gained admission to 
tho room where her body was, iii the 
assumed character of an embalmcr's 
assistant, a grim and stern Cromwell, 
and many others the greater part fam- 
ily protraits. One room of curiosities 
consisita almost entirely, of presents 
made him by distinguished people. 
Among these a silver cup given him by 
Lord Byron is of B])eeial interest. The 
views from the rooms, jjarticularly tho 
library, are fine but not extended. 



" Esquiro " and " CJontloman." 

In these days when anybody is " Es- 
quire," and when everybody ought to 
be a gentleman, difhculties arise when 
these terms 'are used by way of legal 
addition to a man's name who makes 
an aflidavit in. a court of justice. The 
opinion of Lord Justice Colton is that 
though the legal description of a solic- 
itor who had made an afiidavit in the 
Court of Ajipcal was correctly a gentle- 
man, that that term was very indefin- 
ite, and solicitor ought to have been 
used in order that tho Court might 
know his Teal position in life. The 
Lord Justice added that the tei-m " Es- 
(juire " was even worse than that of 
" gentleman," for it aflbrdcd no infor- 
mation whatever to tho Court, and in 
this case a Justice of the Peace who 
had made an affidavit :;OUght to have 
been described by that title and not by 
the addition "Esquire," Apropos of 
the matter, a quotation from Sir Tho- 
mas Smith was made — " As for gentle- 
men they be made good cheap in this 
Kingdom, for whosoever studieth tho 
laws of the realm he shall be called 
himself and shall bo taken for a gen- 
tleman." Wiat tho worthy knight, 
had he been alive to-day, would have 
said on the subject of Esquires, that are 
more plentiful than blackberries, I do 
not know. But the quotation reminds 
ino of an anecdote in connection with a 
tradition that there exists an Act of 
Parliament, which I have, never been 
able to find, by which barristers are 
made legally Esquires, and that, there- 
fore, to them the title is not one of 
courte.sy but of legal right. A solicitor 
early in the present century having an 
altercation witli a prominent member 
of the Old-;Bailey, was rebijked by t^^^ 
barrister with the not uncommon ques- 
tion under similar circumstances of, 
" Do you know who you are talking 
to 1" "Yes," replied tho attorney, " I 
know who I am talking to very well. 
You are an Esquire by Act of Parlia- 
ment, but the Almighty himself could 
not make you a gentleman." 

A Prescription. — The Kingston 
Freeman tell this story: A certain young 
man of this city being out of employ- 
ment requested of a former employer a 
letter of rccomendation to aid him in 
securing a situation. The letter was 
written and handed to the applicant, 
who was totally unable to read it, as 
was every other person to whom it was 
shown, A friend advised him to take 



it to a printing office, where it would 
be deciphered, as compositors arenoted 
for being able to make out the worst 
specimens of chirography. It was given 
to compositors in various printing es- 
tablishments, and in turn gave up with- 
out being deciphered. At last, as a 
forlorn hope, it was given to the pre- 
scription clerk in a drug store, wdio has the 
reputation of being able to read any- 
thing. The man of drugs took the 
screed, gazed at itlong and thoughfully 
ami finally seized an empty quart bottlo 
and then made a raid around the store, 
taking some fluid of various colours 
from smidry bottloa, and finally shaking 
the compound most vigorously; then 
handing it to the iiossessor of the let- 
ter of recommendation, as he remarked 
to that much astounded' individuaL 
"Two dollars, and a vary good cough 
mixture it is!" 



Hard Temer in London'. — The sign.i 
of the times are getting more legible 
now, and somehow the world is getting 
out of gear, owing -to the want of ready 
money. Houses are put up at auction,- 
but no biilders come; tho picture-deal- 
ers say times never wore so bad, and 
artists are in vain executing thoir best 
works of art, but the money is not forth- 
coming. The' yearlings at the Middle 
Park were, according to the accounts 
in the papers, and from private intelli- 
gence which I had from a very cute 
Yorksliireinan, who is a regular atten- 
dant at sales, literally given away. The 
last 11 colts and fillies of tho best blood 
went for forties and fifties, and gradu- 
ally up to a hundred, 10 out of the lot 
only reaching three figures. Some at- 
tribute it to tho alteration of the day of 
sale, but I fear it is the samo story of 
the world living too fast. — London Let- 
ter.
